Some tinio ng.i ^yii coiniuciif cJ upon 
the action of thc' ( lovoninu nl iu \ui\- 
ing sold at ono dollar ,in ncre, with- 
out any coiKlitious whatever ii.s to aci- 
tleiuent or ocuuiintion, six thouHfind 
five huudrod jicro.sof agrioulturiU luud 
in the Valley of the Lower Frusc-r.
